Liberals top 
Tories in 
latest poll 

support The Liberals have 
gained a slight lead in pop¬ 
ular support over the fed¬ 
eral Tories amid 
increasing unhappiness 
over how the government 
is tackling the economic 
crisis, according to a poll 
published yesterday. 

The Leger Marketing 
poll for the French- 
language Le Devoir news¬ 
paper put the Liberals, led 
by Michael Ignatieff, at 35 
per cent popular support, 
compared with 34 per cent 
for the Conservatives. 

The Liberals have 
continually attacked 
Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper for not doing 
enough to tackle the eco¬ 
nomic crisis. The survey 
showed that 41 per cent of 
Canadians said Ignatieff 
had the best ideas for fix¬ 
ing the economy, 
compared with just 32 per 
cent for Harper. reuters

Svekla guilty of molesting child

verdict Convicted prosti¬ 
tute-killer Thomas Svekla 
was found guilty yesterday 
of molesting a five-year-old 
girl back in 1995 — in a 
case where a piece of evi¬ 
dence went missing during 
the trial. 

Svekla slumped in his 
chair and stared at his feet 
as he sat in the defendant’s 
chair when the Alberta 


Court of Queen’s Bench jus¬ 
tice read his verdict. 

“I am satisfied beyond a 
reasonable doubt about the 
guilt of the accused,” Justice 
Mel Binder said. 

Svekla’s defence lawyer, 
Robert Shaigec, asked to 
have a stay in proceedings 
last week when court heard 
a videotaped interview po¬ 
lice had with the victim 
back in the mid-1990s went 
missing. 

“The accused was able to 
receive a fair trial,” said 


Crown prosecutor Marilana 
Carminati said outside 
court. 

Shaigec argued the girl, 
who is now 18, was unreli¬ 
able during her testimony 
since she couldn’t remem¬ 
ber details of the attack, but 
Binder said her testimony 
was “sound.” 

The girl, who didn’t want 
to talk to media, was seen 
hugging family members 
outside. 

“I feel like celebrating 
now,” she said to her family.

Bank of Canada chief says 
system can help others

Canada’s banking system 
is the envy of the world 
and it could even mentor 
other countries as it copes 
with the worldwide reces¬ 
sion, said the governor of 
the Bank of Canada yester¬ 
day in his hometown. 

During a lecture to busi¬ 
ness leaders with the Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta’s School 
of Business,

“Our system is Mark Carney 
better,” said Car¬ 
ney, who grew 
up in Edmonton. “Regula¬ 
tion has been more consis¬ 
tent. Our banks have been 
more conservative. Credit 
conditions remain superior 
to those in virtually every 
other industrialized coun¬ 
try.” 

Alberta Finance Minister 
Iris Evans agrees Canada 
can become a leader, and 
says Alberta’s own govern¬ 


ment can dig itself out the 
recession by 2010. 

“I am hopeful that’s 
when all governments can 
see a full recovery,” Evans 
said. 

Carney said Canada is al¬ 
so in a good position to give 
advice to world leaders be¬ 
cause the core of the system 
“has many — although not 
all — of the elements of a 
more sustainable, global fi¬ 
nancial system.” 

However, Carney said 
tightly regulat¬ 
ing a bank’s 
core functions, 
like making 
loans, is a bad 
idea. 

“To this way 
of thinking, 
banks could not 
then get them¬ 
selves into trou¬ 
ble, or if they 
did, their de¬ 
mise could be 
safely man¬ 
aged,” said Carney. “This is 
impractical, because banks 
and their roles are vital to 
the existence of markets. 

“They are agents and un¬ 
derwriters and traders of 
most government and cor¬ 
porate debt. They provide 
cross-border financing 
products, which are key 
services in a global corpora¬ 
tion.”

Going from hitched to ditched to court 


A Brampton, Ont., man is 
attempting to launch a 
class-action lawsuit 
against the federal 
government for failing to 
investigate and deport for¬ 
eigners who allegedly 
trick Canadians into mar¬ 
riages of convenience. 

It is unknown how many 
cases there are nationally, 
but Immigration Canada’s 


branch office in Missis¬ 
sauga, Ont., has about 600 
files on immigration fraud 
cases and a lack of staff has 
created a major investiga¬ 
tive backlog. 

Saranjeet Benet, a 37- 
year-old electrician, and his 
father, Sampuran Benet, 
founded Canadians Against 
Immigration Fraud and are 
asking the Federal Court of 


Canada for permission to 
pursue a class-action law¬ 
suit on behalf of Canadian 
sponsors who married for¬ 
eigners in good faith, but 
were jilted and ended up 
with emotional scars and fi¬ 
nancial losses. 

“We are not asking for 
money,” said Sampuran 
Benet, whose Toronto- 
based non-profit organiza¬ 


tion boasts 100 members. 

“We just want the govern¬ 
ment to investigate, take 
action and deport those 
who defraud Canadians in¬ 
to a marriage in order to im¬ 
migrate to Canada.” 

Saranjeet Benet came to 
Canada as an infant, but re¬ 
turned to India in search of 
a bride. He and Opinder 
Kaur Saini were married in 


Punjab in November 2003. 
Three years later, she ar¬ 
rived as a permanent resi¬ 
dent through the spousal 
sponsorship program but 
left him after a month on 
Jan. 15, 2007. Saini moved 
in with her parents and sis¬ 
ter in Brampton. 

Benet claims in court 
records filed in November 
in the immigration fraud 


lawsuit that Saini had no in¬ 
terest in consummating the 
marriage. 

Saini, however, says he 
abused her upon her arrival 
in Canada in documents 
filed in response to annul¬ 
ment proceedings Benet be¬ 
gan in the Superior Court of 
Justice. Saini declined to 
comment on fraud allega¬ 
tions.

Citizens cheer auto moves while investors worry 


Some frustrated U.S. 
taxpayers cheered 
President Barack Obama’s 
tough steps to shore up 
the reeling auto industry 
yesterday but critics called 
his decision to fire General 
Motors’ chief a heavy- 
handed power grab. 

Obama forced out Gener¬ 
al Motors chief executive 
Rick Wagoner, pushed 
Chrysler LLC toward a 
merger with Italy’s Fiat 
SpA, and threatened bank¬ 
ruptcy for both, marking 


an escalation in Washing¬ 
ton’s involvement in rescu¬ 
ing the faltering economy. 

Skeptics asked if it was 
an early sign of a more ac¬ 
tivist administration, or 
just an isolated example. 
GM shares tumbled 30 per 
cent on the news and the 
Dow Jones Industrial aver¬ 
age sank nearly four per 
cent. 

Experts called it poten¬ 
tially the most significant 
presidential intervention 
in the private sector since 


Harry Truman tried to 
seize the steel industry 
during the Korean War in 
1952, only to be rebuffed 
by the Supreme Court. 

As a candidate last year, 
Obama supported rescuing 
the financial sector, and 
since then he has shifted 
to attacking the bonuses 
and corporate jets for com¬ 
panies taking taxpayer 
money to pushing out a 
CEO and replacing mem¬ 
bers of the board of direc¬ 
tors. REUTERS

Online fraud 
in U.S. surged 
33% last year 

technology Fraud on the In¬ 
ternet reported to U.S. au¬ 
thorities increased by 33 
per cent last year, rising for 
the first time in three 
years, and is surging this 
year as the recession deep¬ 
ens, federal authorities said 
yesterday. 

Internet fraud losses re¬ 
ported in the U.S. reached a 
record high $264.6 million 
US in 2008, according to a 
report released yesterday 
by the Internet Fraud Com¬ 
plaint Center, run by the 
FBI and the National White 
Collar Crime Center. 

Online scams from across 
the globe — mostly from 
the United States, Canada, 
Britain, Nigeria and China 
— are gathering steam, 
with a nearly 50 per cent 
increase in complaints re¬ 
ported to U.S. authorities in 
March. 

Last year’s losses stand 
compared with $239.1 mil¬ 
lion in 2007 and dwarf the 
$18 million of losses 
recorded in 2001. reuters

Interior Ministry Secre- 
taiy Kamal Shah said four 
attackers were killed and 
three wounded, while 89 
policemen were injured. 

Interior Ministiy chief 
Rehman Malik said the 
militants were believed to 


be fighters loyal to Pak¬ 
istani Taliban leader Baitul- 
lah Mehsud. 

The Punjab police chief 
said eight recruits were 
killed, although there had 
been reports the toll would 
be higher, since 900 cadets 
were in the complex. 

Three of the militants 
blew themselves up during 
the final assault and com¬ 
mandos rescued 10 officers 
held hostage inside the 
main building. reuters

der? There are plenty of pre¬ 
conditions that go with the 
auto lifeline — conditions 
that haven’t yet been met. 
The Conservatives said they 
were in accord with the 
tough measures being tak¬ 
en by President Obama who 
has fired the head of Gener¬ 
al Motors and who will 
make assistance dependent 
upon deep restructuring. 
That perception might do 
some good for the Tories 
who are starting to look like 
they need a lifeline as well. 

The same Leger poll came 
with depressing news for 
the party. It showed that 
Liberal Leader Michael Ig- 
natieff is favoured 


Harper as the best leader to 
manage the economy. He 
gets the nod from 41 per 
cent of Canadians, com¬ 
pared to 32 per cent for the 
prime minister. This even 
though Harper has an eco¬ 
nomic background while Ig- 
natieff does not. This even 
though the Conservatives 
brought in a big stimulus 
budget supported by the 
Liberals. 

There’s a typical political 
trend in evidence here. 
When the economy goes 
south, the party in power 
tends to get the blame, no 
matter what it does. 

The pollster, Jean-Marc 
Leger, said there is now a 
strong tide favouring the 
Liberals which will be 
hard for the 
Conserva¬ 
tives to 
over¬ 
come. This 
will renew 
speculation that 
Harper will not be 
sticking around long 
enough to fight the 
next election. He’s had 


three electoral kicks at the 
can. If he couldn’t win a ma¬ 
jority against the weakling 
Dion before the recession 
set in, how could he possi¬ 
bly do so in the middle of an 
economic plunge against a 
more formidable Liberal 
chief? 

The problem for the Con¬ 
servatives is that they do 
not have an outstanding 
leadership candidate in 
waiting. Jim Prentice, Peter 
MacKay and Jason Kenney 
are names who are men¬ 
tioned, but none has a big 
wave of support within the 
party. Quebec Premier Jean 
Charest, a leader of the Con¬ 
servatives in the 1990s, has 
won three straight elections 
in Quebec and may soon be 
looking for a new chal¬ 
lenge. But he is a stranger to 
Ottawa now. It is unlikely, 
even if he was interested, 
that he would get the call. 

That leaves Stephen 
Harper.

Police have no right to delete your videos

Adam Smolcic alleges that 
on March 20, he used his 
cellphone to record two 
Vancouver police officers 
while they shot and killed 
Michael Hubbard, a home¬ 
less man. 

The officers involved in 
the shooting were investi¬ 
gating a vehicle break-in 
that had taken place five 
blocks away in downtown 
Vancouver. Hubbard had 
the misfortune of owning a 
black bag, and a black bag 
had been taken from the 
car. In the worst imaginable 
case of mistaken identity, 
Hubbard was shot and 
killed, and Smolcic says he 
captured the whole inci¬ 
dent on his cellphone. 


Shortly after the shooting 
took place, while he was 
still recording, Smolcic al¬ 
leges that a third officer re¬ 
sponding to the scene took 
his phone from him, delet¬ 
ed the video and told him to 
“get lost.” 

Beyond the obvious con¬ 
cerns about police allegedly 
destroying evidence, telling 
an eye witness to “get lost,” 
and shooting a homeless 
man, some readers may 
wonder what rights Smolcic 
had with his video, and in 
what situations the police 
could seize his phone. 

Citizens in Canada have a 
nearly absolute right to re¬ 
fuse to turn over their 
recordings to police, but 
there are three clear excep¬ 
tions to this rule. 

First, if Smolcic himself 
had committed a crime, 
when the police were 
searching him incidental to 


his arrest, they could take 
his phone. This is called the 
“search incidental to arrest” 
exception. 

The second way the po¬ 
lice could have taken Smol- 
cic’s phone was if they had 
obtained a warrant from a 
judge to seize the phone, 
most commonly called a 
search warrant. 

Finally, the police could 
take Smolcic’s phone if 
Smolcic gave them permis¬ 
sion, which is exactly what 
happened on March 20. 
Smolcic says the last thing 
he ever expected was that 
the police officer would 
erase his video, and he 
handed over the phone to 
be helpful to their investiga¬ 
tion. 


As for the officer who al¬ 
legedly erased the video, if 
Smolcic’s allegations are 
true, he could face criminal 
charges in the form of mis¬ 
chief, theft, or obstruction 
of a peace officer. 

The B.C. Civil Liberties As¬ 
sociation is working with 
Smolcic to recover the 
deleted video with the help 
of data recovery experts in 
Vancouver and the United 
States. In the meantime, cit¬ 
izen journalists should 
know their rights to avoid 
ending up in this kind of sit¬ 
uation.

Ottawa and the province 
have told teetering Gener¬ 
al Motors and Chrysler to 
fix their restructuring 
plans to qualify for billions 
of dollars in aid but the 
Canadian Auto Workers 
says it won't offer any 
more help. 

Despite government calls 
for more cuts, CAW presi¬ 
dent Ken Lewenza said yes¬ 
terday his negotiators 
won’t bargain any addi¬ 
tional concessions for the 
two companies because 
workers are now competi¬ 
tive with rivals in the U.S.

As the April 30 deadline 
draws closer, the majority 
of the more than 16 mil¬ 
lion Canadians are franti¬ 
cally sorting tax receipts 
and holding their heads. It 
is important for individu¬ 
als and businesses to have 
a good record keeping sys¬ 
tem. It can be as simple as 
a file folder for receipts. 

For most Canadians that 
are employees, the tax-fil¬ 
ing deadline is April 30. 
Taxes owing must be paid 
on or before this date or 
the taxpayer will be sub¬ 
ject to interest penalties. 
Individuals that expect a 
refund will not be fined in¬ 
terest penalties, so don’t 
panic. 

A non-incorporated busi¬ 
ness (per back up docu¬ 
ments) filing deadline is 
June 15 and cannot choose 
a non-calendar year-end, 
unlike an incorporated en¬ 
tity.

For Olympians, it'll be all about the 'Opod' in Vancouver 




It’s all going to come 
down to Opod at the 2010 
Vancouver Winter Games. 

A key catchphrase 
among Canadian teams 
getting ready for next Feb¬ 
ruary has been “perfor¬ 
mance on demand,” p.o.d. 
for short, that special abili¬ 
ty to deliver when the pres¬ 
sure is greatest. 

Next winter what’s go¬ 
ing to matter is “Olympic 
performance on demand,” 
or Opod. 

Canada has fared well 
against their top competi¬ 
tors in that regard this sea¬ 
son with 26 total medals 
(six gold, seven silver, 13 
bronze) in Olympic disci¬ 
plines, with the men’s and 
women’s world hockey 
championships and men’s 
world curling still to come. 

Germany leads the way 
with 27 medals (9-15-3) fol¬ 
lowed by the U.S., also

Colangelo gives Triano 
a vote of confidence 


raptors Bryan Colangelo 
always thought Jay Triano 
was a talented NBA coach 
— he wouldn’t have given 
him the interim job with 
the Raptors if he didn’t — 
and the team’s recent run 
of success hasn’t done any¬ 
thing to change that opin¬ 
ion either way. 

Four straight wins won’t 
totally alleviate the bitter 
feelings of a disappointing 
season, but they have 
showed flashes of what 
might have been.

Reiterating that he

vered from 
his sup¬ 
port. 

“The 



message is the right mes¬ 
sage; the method of com¬ 
municating is the right 
method,” Colangelo said 
yesterday. “I’ve been high 
on him the entire time.” 

It will be sooner rather 
than later after the end of 
the regular season that 
Colangelo acts on the 
coaching situation. While 
there will be a slow time 
while the first couple of 
rounds of the playoffs un¬ 
fold, Colangelo wants to 
have a full staff in place well 
before the run-up to the 
June 28 draft. 

Triano is 20-36 as a head 
coach since taking over 
from the fired Sam 
| Mitchell on Dec. 3, but 
" Colangelo continues to 
point to other factors than 
simply the wins-losses 
record. Injuries to key 
players, a significant 
trade and the up¬ 
heaval that goes with 
a losing season have 
all contributed. 

“Jay’s done a solid 
job.

Leafs in uncharted waters

The Toronto Maple Leafs 
are on the cusp of history. 

One more loss — or wins 
tonight by Montreal and 
Florida — and the Maple 
Leafs will be officially elim¬ 
inated from post-season 
play for the fourth season 
in a row. That’s the longest 
the franchise will have 
ever gone without a trip to 
the Stanley Cup playoffs 
since its inception as the 
Toronto Arenas in 1917. 

The last time the Leafs 
came close to being this in¬ 
ept, the world was on the 
brink of economic disaster. 
Not that there’s any link 
between the Great Depres¬ 
sion and the Leafs’ playoff 
drought — unless you’re a 
Leaf fan — but the last 
time the team missed the 


playoffs for three years in a 
row it was 1927-29. 

But what sets the 2008- 
09 version apart from the 
three teams that preceded 
it is a sense that this group 
overachieved. The last 
three, captained by Mats 
Sundin, were all expected 
to make the playoffs and 
failed. 

This one — ripped of 
most of its high-end talent 
prior to the season and fur¬ 
ther diluted at the trade 
deadline — was expected 
to vie for last overall, but 


hung around the playoff 
race long enough to make 
a name for itself. 

“The cornerstone of any 
franchise is the players’ 
work ethic,” said coach 
Ron Wilson. 

“If you can lay that down 
and make that a part of 
your culture, that goes a 
long way.” 

Wilson will miss the 
playoffs for the first time 
since 2003, when he came 
in part-way through the 
season as coach of the San 
Jose Sharks. 


“I came with my eyes 
wide open,” said Wilson. “I 
knew it would be veiy diffi¬ 
cult, if not close to impos¬ 
sible, to make the play¬ 
offs.” 

Wilson said he’s pleased 
with the progress some of 
his young players made, 
naming Mikhail Grabovs- 
ki, John Mitchell, Nikolai 
Kulemin, Luke Schenn and 
even throwing in Jiri 
Tlusty, who’s had a mon¬ 
ster second half with the 
AHL’s Marlies. 

“He’s become a domi¬ 
nant force in the American 
league,” said Wilson. “We 
needed him to do that in 
order to make this team 
and (for him to) have a per¬ 
manent place here.”

Beware of 'Bull'

Want more energy for 
sports? Eat and drink 
smart. 

That is a message from 
the Dietitians of Canada. 
This organization, along 
with the American Dietetic 
Association and the Ameri¬ 
can College of Sports Medi¬ 
cine, has written a new po¬ 
sition paper on the best nu¬ 
trition for athletic pursuits. 

There is no magic formu¬ 
la in a jar that’ll give you 
peak performance. In fact, 
some energy drinks can be 
quite dangerous. “Energy 
drinks should not be con¬ 
fused with well-designed 
sports drinks such as 
Gatorade, Powerade and 
eLode,” says Susie Langley, a 
certified specialist in sport 
dietetics and co-author of 
the position paper. 

Energy drinks like Red 
Bull, Full Throttle and Roclc- 
Star can deliver a “high caf¬ 
feine, high sugar kick” 
which make them a “no- 
no” immediately before or 


during and even after an 
event, says Langley. 

Instead, you need to eat a 
wide variety of foods to get 
enough carbohy¬ 
drates, protein, fat, 
vitamins and min¬ 
erals. If you don’t 
eat properly, ef¬ 
fects include losing 
muscle mass, 
stopping your pe¬ 
riod, losing 
bone density 
and increas¬ 
ing your 
risk of fa¬ 
tigue and 
injury. 

It is 
critical 
to drink 
enough 
fluids be¬ 
fore, during 
and after exer¬ 
cising or competing to 
replace the liquids you’ve 
lost in sweat. If you are not 
sure about a product, ask a 
dietitian. 

Langley is concerned that 
young people are consum¬ 
ing too much caffeine when 
they consume energy 


drinks for a quick lift. This 
can lead to dangerous side 
effects such as anxiety, in¬ 
somnia, high blood pres¬ 
sure, stomach upset, rapid 
heart beat and withdrawal 
symptoms when caffeine 
is discontinued. For in¬ 
stance, two cans of 
Red Bull contain 


amount 
of caffeine 
for a child 
who weighs about 
66 pounds (30 kg). Adults 
could get a toxic hit of caf¬ 
feine from two RoclcStars 
and a Grande Starbuck’s 
coffee. 

Here are some 
tips from the Di¬ 
etitians of 
Canada on 
eating and 
drinking for 
best sports 
nutrition: 

BEFORE EXER¬ 
CISING: 

• About two to 
three hours before an 
endurance event, drink 
plenty of fluids and eat 
a balanced meal that 
includes grain prod¬ 
ucts, fruits and veg¬ 
etables and a low-fat 
protein choice such 


chick¬ 

en. 

• If necessary, top 
up energy levels one to two 
hours before activity with a 
sports bar, fruit, cereal bar 
or yogurt. 

DURING EXERCISE: 

• Try to drink every 15 to 
20 minutes during exercise 
(water or a sports drink). 

• If you are doing a pro¬ 
longed event, you may want 
to snack on granola or cere¬ 
al bars. 

AFTER EXERCISE: 

• Start with a smoothy 
(for example, blend milk, 
fruit and ice), sport drink, 
chocolate milk or water. 

• Then have a meal rich 
in carbs and protein, such 
as chicken with rice and 
vegetables, pasta with meat 
sauce and salad, or vegetari¬ 
an chili.

When it comes to weight 
loss, buyer beware. 

If you are dieting, 
cleansing, popping diet 
pills, injecting vitamin B 
or entering a weight loss 
program, use the old 
adage: “If it seems too 
good to be true, it is too 
good to be true.” 

Many commercial 

weight loss providers feed 
off people’s desperation 
and trick them with false 
claims such as “lose 40 
pounds in four weeks,” ac¬ 
cording to two obesity doc¬ 
tors who recently wrote a 
warning in the Canadian 


Medical Association Jour¬ 
nal. 

It is widely agreed that 
the best way to lose weight 
is gradually, using tech¬ 
niques such as eating 
healthy, nutritious food 
and exercising regularly. 
Be wary of vitamin B injec¬ 
tions, diets that promise 
fast and dramatic weight 
loss and “magic” herbal 
supplements, warned the 
doctors. They called for 
the government to begin 
regulating weight-loss pro¬ 
grams and clinics. 

In Canada, 59 per cent of 
adults are overweight and 
23 per cent are obese, ac¬ 
cording to a survey done 
in 2005 by Statistics Cana¬ 
da.

ccording to statis¬ 
tics, most kids 
have viewed ex¬ 
plicit online ma¬ 
terial by age 11. 
But because it’s not exactly 
scientifically ethical to 
plunk kids down, make 
them watch hours of pom 
and ask them what they 
think, it’s difficult to study 
the effect viewing this stuff 
is having on them. 

Which is why I was excit¬ 
ed when Pomdemic — a 
CBC documentary that 
delves into the business of 
internet pornography — in¬ 
troduced Edmonton’s 
Sonya Thompson. Thomp¬ 
son’s graduate work fo¬ 
cused on researching the ef¬ 
fects of pornography on 
young people. Finally, I 
thought, some answers. 

Thompson got as far as 
finding out that by age 13- 
14, 75 per cent of kids had

seen porn online. After 
that, her funding dried up. 
Seems that while we as¬ 
sume that viewing all this 
sexual imagery will auto¬ 
matically turn today’s kids 
into a bunch of pom-addict¬ 
ed, sexually depraved, emo¬ 
tionally stilted adults, no 
one wanted to pay for the 
research to prove it. 

The Swedes have gone 
there. They interviewed 
youth aged 14 to 20 about 
their experiences and per¬ 
ceptions of pom and found 
that boys watch it more 


than girls do; girls watch it 
more as they get older and 
generally with someone 
they are involved with. Not 
much new there. 

A 2008 University of Ams¬ 
terdam study found teens 
that watched more Internet 
porn had a more open atti¬ 
tude to casual hookups, 
one-night stands and a 
“recreational” view of sex. 
The researchers warned, 
however, that one did not 
lead to the other. That teens 
who are already more inter¬ 
ested in sex than their peers

are going to be more inter¬ 
ested in finding sexual con¬ 
tent on the Internet. 

Earlier this year, The In¬ 
ternet Safety Technical Task 
Force, created by 49 US 
state attorneys general and 
a bunch of Intemet-sawy 
folk, said in their final re¬ 
port that while “unwanted 
exposure to pornography 
does occur, those most like¬ 
ly to be exposed are those 
seeking it out.” 

They reported that kids’ 
family dynamics and psy¬ 
chological makeup “are bet¬ 
ter predictors of risk than 
the use of specific media or 
technologies.” 

As Alex McKay, research 
co-ordinator for the Sex In¬ 
formation and Education 
Council of Canada and one 
of Canada’s leading experts 
on adolescent sexuality said 
in an interview on the topic 
for parentcental.ca: “Kids in 
the 21st century are going 
to be exposed to sexually 
explicit images, and it’s 
naive to think they won’t 
be. The better way is to 
make sure kids are educat¬ 
ed about healthy sex and 
are media-literate. Any oth¬ 
er approach is doomed to 
failure.” 

It’s like fast food. Kids are 
exposed to it all the time 
and McDonald’s isn’t going 
away anytime soon. As 
such, we need to teach kids 
proper nutrition and how 
to develop a healthy rela¬ 
tionship with food.

Veal Marsala 

INGREDIENTS: 

12 large white mushrooms 

1 lb (500 g) veal cutlets 
1/2 tsp (2 ml) pepper 
Salt to taste 

1/4 cup (50 ml) 

2 tbsp (25 ml) margarine, 
cut into 4 pieces 

3/4 cup (175 ml) dry 
Marsala wine 

3 tbsp (45 ml) chopped 
flat-leaf parsley 

METHOD: 

1 . Preheat oven to 250°F 
(120°C). Place baking sheet 
on middle rack of oven. 
Trim ends of mushrooms, 
then thinly slice 
mushrooms and set aside. 

2. Place veal between 
pieces of wax paper and 
pound with meat mallet, 
from centre out, to 1/3-in. 
(0.25-cm) thickness. Sprin¬ 
kle with pepper and salt. 
Place flour in ziploclc bag. 
Ad veal, a few slices at a 
time, and shake to coat. 

3. Coat large frying pan 
with non-stick cooking 


spray and set over high 
heat. Melt 1 piece 
margarine in pan, tilting 
to coat. Saute a few pieces 
of veal at a time until 
browned, about 1 minute 
per side. Transfer cutlets 
to baking sheet in oven, 
repeat with remaining 
veal, adding margarine as 
needed. 

4. Saute mushrooms in 
pan until golden, 3 
minutes. Pour in Marsala, 
scraping up brown bits 
left in pan. Cook until pan 
juices are reduced to 1/2 
cup (125 ml), 2 minutes. 
Return veal to pan, stack¬ 
ing if necessary. Turn to 
coat with hot pan juices 
and sprinkle with parsley.
